IB «ome cantons of Switzerland there 


u a lair forbidding the destruction of a 
tree without planting another to take its 
place. This lav is an outgrowth of 
necessity. 
It 
has been scientifically 


demonstrated that the increase in violent 
storms, inundations, and landslides in 
Switzerland, scattering death and de- 
struction on all sides, is doe to deforest- 
ing the mountains. 


Gradually the timber has disappeared 


nnlfl little remains, except on the high 
slopes of the mountains, and that little 
is of inferior size arid quality. Unless 
the process is arrested, the mountains of 
Switzerland will present as bald an ap- 
pearance as those Alps which divide. 
France from Italy; and nothing more 
desolate and dreary outside the steppes 
f Asia, or the desert of Africa, presents 
itself to the eye of the traveler. 


Switzerland, compared with the area 


of the United States, is but a speck, but 
if we have more acreage and wider 
stietches of timbered lands, we are also 
consuming them more rapidly. 


A glance at the series of forestry bulle- 


tins issued by the Census Bureau IB suffi- 
cient to alarm one for the future timber 
supplies ot the United States.

Borneo for Canada. 


Newspapers, like all other embodi-
